and the Grand Duke Serglus, accord-

tion as commander In chief of the 
military district.

A MAN OF VERSATILITY 


I 


F variety la the spice of life, then General Lew •Wallace, 


who passed away at his Indiana home a few days 


ago, could not complain that his own career lacked seas- 
oning. By turns he followed the occupation of the advo- 
cate, the soldier, the author, the diplomat, the lawgiver 
and the administrator, and In none did he fall to raise 
above mediocrity. 


As a soldier In the Mexican and Civil wars — In which 


last he achieved the rank of general— as author of "Ben 
Hur" and "The Prince of India," as Governor of New 
Mexico, as a foreign minister, a member of congress and 
a lawyer he won distinguished success, or, rather a suc- 
cession of distinguished successes;. While by no means 
an "admirable Crlchton" he showed a diversity of talents 
unusual In these days of specialists, and proved that 
it Is quite possible, even In the strenuous life of modern 
times, for a man to be a Jack of many trades and yet 
a master of all of them. 


Perhaps he might have risen to greater heights had 


he adopted one vocation alone and atuck to It, but of 
this there la no certainty. Undoubtedly his life as he led 
It must have "been full of Interest and charm and in the 
pursuit of happiness that Is a great deal to say of any 
life.

Divorced People Who Married 


Again Are in a Quandary 


as to Standing 


HawthorneBelletinCorrespondent 


Describe? Insurance 


Organization 


Californlans have again been thrown 


into a state of restlessness. 
A de- 


cision of the Supreme Court of that 
State has once more mixed up the 
matrimonial troubles of the unhappy 
couples that have rfought the aid of 
the divorce courts during the past 
few years. 
The following from the 


San Francisco Bulletin explains the 
difficulty: 
If a charming woman is engaged to 


marry a divorced man. to avoid big- 
amy she must hereafter test the gen- 
uineness of his divorce. The decree 
may bear the name of a Judge sitting 
in any county in the State of Califor- 
nia and yet be worthless. 
So much has Just been accomplished 


by the Supreme Court. That trib- 
unal has handed down a decision which 
Invalidates hundreds of final decrees 
entered in accordance with that law 
passed by the Legislature for the es- 
pecial purpose of keeping a divorced 
person from marrying for a year after 
leoeiving Judgment of separation. 


It is the date of entry of the inter- 


locutory decree that la so vital, accord- 
ing to the decision. 
It 
IH declared 


that no valid final decree can be ent- 
ered until the Interlocutory decree has 
actually been in existence for a year. 
In legal proceedings there is such a 
thing as a "nunc pro tune date of en- 
try." which for the benefit of the un- 
initiated means that though the docu- 
ment may be signed and filed today it 
is dated back and given the same ef- 
fect as though signed and filed on the 
prior date. 
Many lawyers have not prepared and 


had the Judges sign the interlocutory 
decree Immedliitely after the granting 
of such a decree, and there are in- 
Htances where no action was taken by 
the attorney until the time came for 
entering the final decree. Both Inter- 
locutory and final decrees have been 
entered nunc pro tune. This has been 
an almost universal 
practice 
with 


Judges, but no more of It in the fut- 
ure, announces the 
Supreme Court. 


There must be a wait of a year after 
the entry, not the granting, of the in- 
terlocutory decree, so some people will 
have a two year wait. 


The rulliiK i« nmde In the 
action 


brought by P. f'laudlus to obtain a writ 
of mumlate against Judge Henry A. 
Melvln of the Superior Court of Al- 
ameda county. These are the signi- 
ficant words by Justice Shaw: 


••We think the defendant Is correct 


In the position that the year, which 
must elapse before final Judgment can 
be given, begins to run from the time 
of the actual entry of the Interlocu- 
tory Judgment, and not from any theo- 
retical pro tune date of entry."
